MANILA, February 
15.—Colonel 


Potter arrived today from Iloilo with 
dispatches from General Miller to 
General Otis. Sunday afternoon Gen 
eral Miller ordered a reconuoisanco iu 
force to ascertain the enemy's posi- 
tions. Major Cheabam's battalion of 
the Tennessee regiment, marched be- 
yond Molo without finding the enemy 
and returned to Iloilo. ICellar's bat- 
talion of 
the 18th infantry, 
with 


Hotchkiss and Galling guns, marched 
toward Jaro. Half way there they en- 
countered a large body of tho enemy 
occupying both sides of the road, who 
opened severe aud well directed fire. 
The Americans replied with a number 
of volleys, 
advancing steadily and 


drove the enemy through Jaro into 
the open country beyond. All portable 
property had been removed. Only few 
Chinese there. 
Four privates were 


wounded. The rebel loss was severe. 
All was quiet Monuay when Potter 
left for Manila.

look nt the Europeans cultivate. It 
makes a fine t-ummcr green and pot 
herb and when properly boiled is ten- 
der and succulent. In California the 
Chinese have begun to cultivate it. 


The dandelion is now eaten by many 


Americans iu the spring, but we are 
still behind Europeans in ourcons-ump- 
tlon of it. Around Paris the market 
gardeners cultivate it on a large scale. 


While we consider wild chicory or 


succory a- pestilential weed, in Europe 
It is raised in the' gardens and the 
leaves blanched like celery. 


The curled-leaved mallow is an annual 


plant originally brought to this ecuiitrj- 
from Europe, where it is raised more 
for garnishing- dishes than for eating. 


Our common pokeweed has 
been 


taken, to France, where the gardeners 
grow it as a pot herb, but in this coun- 
try it would be pretty hard work to 
make anyone eat it. 


Purslaln is another edible weed that 


ia abundant in nearly every old garden 
or neglected field. In Europe there are 
several cultivated kinds of purslain, but 
they all originally came from the com- 
mon purslain of the 
fields. 
When 


mixed in salads, eaten boiled as spinach, 
or pickled, the plants make excellent 
rammer diet 


Our common net-tie, milkweed and 


hound-leaf mallow are good food plant*. 
They are edible -weeds that thrive in 
abundance in all parts of the country, 
and often in places where few other 
plants will live. In. Scotland, Poland 
and Germany the tender leaves of the 
common nettle are gathered as a pot 
herb for soupsor for dishes like spinach. 
The peculiar flavor of the weed is high- 
ly esteemed by the Germans, and it is 
mixed with cabbage, spinach and sim- 
ilar greens, to give piquanttaste.

deliberately to work to build up a 
colonial empire. 
But neither wil 


any brave aud patriotic man bid u 
shrink from doing our duty merel 
because the duty involves the cortainty 
at strenuous effort and the possibility. 
of danger. 


" Some men of high principle, from 


high motive*, have opposed the ratifi 
cation of the treaty, just in they hac 
pWTionaJy opposed the ratification of 
the treaty, just as they had previouslj 
opposed tho war, just as gome otho: 
mea whose motivtm wero equally high 
In 1861 opposed any effort to restore 
the onion by force of arms. The orro 
Was almost as great in the oue case as 
iu the other, and will be BO adjudged 
by hUtory, and in one case as iu the 
other the two main impulses which 
gave strength to tliu opposition were 
igmoble in their very essence—the im 
pnlM of vloth and fear. 


"We ihould not lightly eourtdauge 


and difficulty, but neither should w< 
shirk from facing them when in some 
way or other they must be met 
We 


are a mighty nation and upon us rests 
the responsibilities that belong to al 
great nations. We can not avoid meet- 
ing them. Wo can only decide whether 
we shall meet them well or ill. We 
now have certain duties in populous 
island* in the West and East Indies. 
We can not with honor shirk these 
duties altogether. Neither on the one 
hand nor ou the other must wa fail to 
perform these duties in a way that 
will ndound to the advantage of the 
people of the islands as well as to the 
honor of this nation. It is, I am 
sure, the desire of every American 
that the people of each island, as they 
•how themnelves Jit for self-govern- 
ment, shall be given a larger measure 
of self-government 


"If we refrain from doing our own 


part of tha world's work, then it will 
have to be done by people stronger 
than we are, for wo will have shown 
ourselves weaklings. 
We mnst give 


the Filipinos absolute justice, aud 
above all else it is essontial that we 
shonld treat them with firmness anc 
courage. They mast be made to real- 
ise absolutely that we are the masters. 


"The insurrection must be stamped 


out ai carefully as possible, but it 
must be stamped out We have pat an 
end to the corrupt mediaeval tyranny, 
and by BO doing we have bound our- 
selres to provide against any outbreak 
of anarchy or savagery.'' 


THE MoENBBY BESOLUTIOH. 


The Senate 
passed the McEnery 


resolution yesterday by a vote of 26 to 
S3, (bowing that a bare quorum voted 
on the proposition. 
This clearly 


demonstrates the utter lack of interest 
taken in it in that body and that it 
Will utterly fail in the House, perhaps 
will never be heard of. The resolu- 
tion limply declares that by the rati- 
fication of the treaty we do not in 
corporate the people of the Philippinei 
lato oar citizenship nor is that act to 
be construed as premaneutly annexing 
the Philippines as an integral part of 
the United States but that we will es- 
tablish a government there suitable to 
the wants, conditions and inhabitants 
of said islands, prepare them for local 
self-government and in due time make 
mob disposition of said islands as well 
bait promote the interests of the citi- 
seni of the United States and the in- 
habitants of said islands. 


Sueh a declaration is practically 


meaningless and a matter of superero- 
gation. The future 
of the Philip-

THE MINES OF JAPAN. 


Silver is found in 45 places in Japan 


and in 1896 afforded a jield of 1,500,000 
ounces, which is equal to an increase 
of almost 050,000 ounces since Ib93. 


The gold production of Japan since 


1S93 has risen almost 5,000 ounces, 
and In 1896 reached the yield of 28.30C 
ounces. The 19 existing- gold mines are 
partly in the 
emperor's possession, 


partlv in that of private parties. 


Very considerable is the copper pro- 


duction of Japan, there being at present 
70 mines. During the fiscal year ended 
June 30 last 35,000,000 cattie's, or about 
500,000 centners, of copper, valued at 
8,800,000 yen (about $3,000,000), were 
mined. Since 1675 the copper produc- 
tion has increased 
almost 
ninefold. 


Mo&t copper is sent to Hong-Kong, then, 
to China and to England, the total ex- 
port amounting to 350,000 centners—i. 
e., five-sevenths of the whole produc- 
tion. 


Coal mining has, since the war with 


China, risen about 1,500,000 tons, and 
in 1«97 more than 2,000,000 tons of coal, 
tamed at about SO,OSO,000, were export- 
ed. Altogether there are 
120 coal 


mines, oi which, however, onlj about 
60 are of importance. A new coal field 
v.as discovered in 1890 and work has 
uow been commenced on it. It is situ- 
ated in the province of Iburi, on th« 
Ener i'ukawagawa, and is said to con- 
tain 40,000,000 tons above and 30,000,000 
tons below the level of the sea.
